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LABOR MUST MAKE CONCESSIONS.

The Cost of Foel and Transportation
Mupst De Redooed,

EFFECTS OF SOUTHERN COMPETITION

MEFECIAL TELEGRAM TO TME DIBPATCH. .
SRARPSVILLE, PA., Msrch 24 —A final

tour of the Maboning sod Shenango valleys
discloses the pumber of idle furnaces now
to be 12 out of & total of 15 in the Mahoning
Vul.ex, with the weekly capaeity of those
out of blast estimated at 7,798 tons, and of
those In blast at 2,218tons. In the Sbe-
paugoe Valley the number of idle furpaces is
14 outof a total of 17, with the weekly caps-
city of the furnuces out of blast estimated at
10,971 tons, and of those in blast, 2,260 tons,
The number of idle furnsces in the latter
distriet will shortly be increased one, as it
is the intention of the Stewart Iron Com-
pany, st Sharop, to bsnk their remaining
stack either during the Intter part of this
week or early mpext week, owing, as was
stated by Geperal Munager MeClure, to the
excessive demands made by the cokers and
miners,

The Opinion of a Neutral Concern,

This firm basa plant of 120 ovens in the

Coppellswille region, baving a sufficient
capacity when ruaning to supply their
stacks; but the plant is al present idle,
owing to the coke sirike. As this convern
occupies a neutral position, both in the view
of the coke operators and producers of pig
iron, their words shouid be given greater
weight than those of any bissed parties It
wus positively stated by Mr. MeClure that
the producers of pig iron could not masu-
facture iron to sell at to-day's prices, and
for this ove resson there wonld be mo re-
sumption of work among the fursaces until
the strike was settled aud the price of coke
reduced, the rates of freight be materially
reduced from the present basis, and laborbe
willing to sceept a partial reduction in
wages. Either all o! these evens must
comse 10 pass or there must be a prooounced
advanee in the price of pier iron belore fur-
nacemen can resume making iron to sell on
a profitable margin. He stated that the
poseibility of the market sadvaneing to a
sound, conservative and lasting basis was
indesd remote, owing to the continued ship-
ments of Southeru iroo into these markets.

Why the Market Is Now Strooger.

True, the market is somewhat stronger
vow than when the shutdown movement
first went into eflect; but this fuct is due
wholly to the rapid consumption of the
stocks of iron that were held at the various
furnace vards, and the possibility now ap-
parent of there being n scarcity of all grades
of pig iran; but just as scon as the furnnces
resume under the old order of things, the
Southern prodoct will again play smush
wilh prices asd & return to the present de-
sralized state of affairs is inevitable
Hegarding the possible outcome of the
ooke strike, Mr, sleClure said that no sei-
tiement would be effecied so long as the
workmen dgeclared their preseni position to
be their uitimatum. The men employed at
their plant bave ssked for the privilege of
returaing (o work at last year's scala of
wages, but this proposition was Jeclined by
the firm, and nothing sbort of a reduction
ef 10 per cent, compared with last year's
pcale, will enable the ovens to resume,

The Labor Element inthe Cost,

The cost of labor in producing a ton of
coke, according to the last wage agreement
n foree, was (ully 80 per cent of the whole.
When operators uodertake to mipe their
coual, thus eating their capital away, loadin~
it and shippiog it to their ovens uaoder the
disndvantage of high freight rates, and under
the present scale of wages, it is only a ques-

tion of time whea they will be bankrupt.

It his opinion no end will be witnessed to
the strike notil at Jeast the middle of April,
and though the mes will before  that time
unxiously desire to return at Inst year's seale
of wages, it s the' firm intention of the
operators to hold out until their demands
are ncceded to. The gentleman further
stuted that when the coke strike was ended
the railroads would probably show a dis-
position o belp the situation along by low-
ering their rates.  Thus it appears that the
settlement of the shutdowr movement has
now been transierred trom the railroad com-
panies 1o the resuit of the coke strike.

Anotber Fornaceman's Valuable Opinlons.

Iu & conversation with E A, Wheeler,
erul Mavager of the Wheeler Furnuce
auy, which company owns the Ella
: Faopie furoaces at West Middlesex,
apd also one stack in this city, the situs-
tion—its mreseut am weil as the probable
future results—is thoroughly reviewed. It
i« Mr. Wheeler's opinion that the necessity
o! the furnaces to shut down is primarily
due to the abnormal depression in the pig
»o market, which devresmsion is partly
spravated by the large shipments of South-
ern iron iato this markel, permitted only
because the wvalley furnaces cannot, under
the present high rates of freicht aod the
high price of coke, wake iron chieap enough
to compete with the Sonthern furnaces. He
there is no possibility of the Northern
seemen ever being wholly deprived of
r warkets; that Southern iron does not
at all compare with Northern-made iron,
and that, (o the ease of using it in the man-
ufucture of merchant bars, its use is
resiricted to from 20 to 25 per cent. of the
whole guantity of pig iron, according to the
order.

Why Southern Furnaces Cut Prices,

Oue canse he mentioned as eontributing to
the aetivity of Southern iron producers in
the North, is the fact that nine-tenths of the
furnaces iu the South are built with bor-
rowed money, and that in order to be able
o pax the 6 or wore per eent interest oo these
bouds they are compeiled to run all the year
sl extremely narrow margine, Suoch was the
ease of the Fort Pavne Company, which was
one of the finest blast furnace
seriies in the Sonth, but was eventually
tarced to the wall owing to inability to pay
tie julersst scenmulativg on their bonds.
While the South may have coal, ore and
limestone in abundance, and the conditions
af their propinguity be ideal, vet the natural
properties of these produels were much ia-
terior to the products of the Noribern States
—s0 much so, in fact, that they eannot be
used as & substitute. Throughout the Naorth
Wheeler stated that the guality of
Superiorore, valley limestone and Connells-
vilie coke

rer similar products of other distriets, and
as the supply was inexhaastible these
*ts alone precluded the possibility of the
Sonth ever whaolly encrosching upon the do-
main o! Northeru farnacemen,

Whut was wanted, Mr, Wheelersaid, was
an ali-round reduction in the cost of pro-
ducing iron. This reduction must be shared
siike by the ore companies, the water and
rail transportation companies, the coke pro-
ducers avd all kindred interests,. When
these industries narrow dowa their profit
te o limit that will permit home furnaces
producing, sxv, mill iren for 12, then nos

The average cost is found to approximate

$17 50, and when it is undersiood that
furnnces here were selling as low as $15 50
and §16 from their stocks in store, the loss is
apparent. Surely, no further elucidation is
pecessary to show the position of pig iron
mannfacturers in this district as regards the
shutdown.
We Must Have Cheaper Production.

The cry on every hand is for cheaper pro-
duction, and wany go so far ns to assert that
uuless a thorough reconstruction of the pig
iron market takes place shortly, thatis, as
far as the ecost of producing irom iscon-
cerped, the industry will gradually slip out
of the grasp of home farnacemen inio the
hands of Southern producers.

As the ore companies have shown a desire
to share in this reduction by redueing the
price of ore from §1 to §1 50 per ton com-
pared with last year, and the settle-
ment of the Conpellsville coke strike,
and the ultimate reduction in  the
selling price of coke is only a question of
a little time, the slowest, and what appears
to be the most obdurate, indusiry to read-
just itself is that of rail transportation.
The knowledge of this fact among furnace-
men has lately given rise to renewed discus-
sion #s to the possibility of the consiruction
of the Erie ship canal.

The Ballroads Can't Remedy the Matter,

1t is mot only a question whether the rail-
roads will reduce their rates, but, with the
limited carrving and terminal lacilities that
they possess at present and which are not
capable of great enlargement, will they be
abie to handie the traffic that will be offered
in the course of & few years should the
present rate of increase in the manufsacture
of pig iron continue? )

In au interview with John M. Goodwin,
the eminent civil engineer who has charge
of the survey of the proposed canal,
he stated that the only svlution of the
question now occupying the minds of
the  Mahoning and Shenango I
fornscemen lies io the construction
of the proposed eannl. He is very enthusi-
astic on the subject, and seemed thoroughiy
conversant, not only with the detsils of the
Erie ship-canal scheme, but of the industries
of the three valleys, He spoke at length of
the causes which have led to the shutdvwa
und the probuble econdition of the iron
trade in years to come, and closed by em-
phatically declaring that the

Only Hope For Northern Furnacemen

to maintain their present hold on the North-
ern markets lay direetly in the coustruction
of the Erie ship canal.

Mr. Goodwin put forward an argument
which will probably appear new to a great
many who bave become interested inm the
construction of the proposed waterway. It
is that even should the railronds lower the
freight rates to meet the demands of the
furnacemen, they would not be able in the
course of a few years to handle the traffic
that will be offered them should the present
rate of increase in the production of pig
iron continpe, and the ressons for this
are owing to the lack of terminal facilities
and room for the siding of loaded cars in
the different cities and towns. In the case
of Piusburg, it isa well-known fact that
there is at presenst no possible ingress for a
railroad except by tuopeling, aud even
then, when the center of the city is reached,
there is no room for sidings. This is alse
true of many smaller cities and towns be-
tween the Ohio river sud Lake Erie, and
the only inlet remnining is by the proposed
WALErWAY.

The average tonnage of ore in a lake
cargo was 1,500 tons.

What the Rallroads Can't Do,

In order to transport this quantitv of iron
fully 60 cars of u total length of over 1,900
feet are needed, which are never shipped at

one time, owing to the delay in the unload- |

ing by mavual lsbor, the great detention of
the loaded cars that would follow and to the
poor facilities for unloading, and last, but
not least, the great stretch of track the un-
loaded cars would fil! from day to day, un-
til they are unloaded. Oua the other hand,
suppose the existence of the Erie Canal en-
trauce into Pittsburg, and other towns
by river were & fact, a vessel not
more than 200 feet in length ecould be
moored alongside the furnace stockhouse
and the materiai unloaded, thus saving the
extra haodlings necessary to loaa itinto
oars and unload it This statement also
holds true in the matter of the trausporta-
tion of coke. Thus itisthat the comple-
tion of the Erie ship cansl, which would
revolutioniza transportution matters and
cause a considerable saving in the cost of
producing iron, is looked upon by Mr,
Goodwin as the only remedy whereby the
evils that at present stare the pig iron man-
ufacturers of Pennsylvania and Ohio in
the face ean be forever eradicated.
